ecutive Vice President Amy Springer 
Sharp and appointed Engineering/ 
Computer Science Director Larissa 
Mackenzie were actually eligible to 
serve on the board. According to 
ASI Executive Director Carol 
Ackerson, the students were re- 
moved from their positions because 
they failed to meet the academic 
requirement that all board members 
must have maintained a2.5 GPA for 
the 12 months preceding the date of 
assuming office and be carrying 
seven or more units. 

Although Sharp and Mackenzie‘s 
status was undecided, they were ac- 
knowledged by the presiding chair- 
person, Arts and Sciences Director 
Shu-Wai Chow. Their votes counted 
to support the chairman-when the 
three other board members voted to 
overrule Chow’s mouon to post- 
pone proceedings. 

“This is nota grade issue,” Chow 
said later during a telephone inter- 
view, “This is an issue of trying to 
remove students from the board.” 

According to Chow, the stu- 
dents had been serving through 
the summer and the only recourse 
the ASI bylaws provide for re- 
moval of a serving board member’. 
in a general clection recall or if a 
board member misses excessive 
meetings,

Instant admissions 
increase applicants

In an attempt to both increase 
enrollment and provide better ser- 
vices for students and the commu- 
nity, CSUS1 is actively admitting stu- 
dents on-the-spot. 

Although the practice of instantly 
admitting eligible students has been 
going on for several years, the uni- 
versity has only recently. been ac- 

tively promoting this type of da@mis- 
sion. 

“It (On-the-spot admission). at- 
tempts to take the mystery out of the 
process,and attract more students.” 
said Director of Admissions and 
Records Larry Glasmire. 

Every tall, CSUS hosts the pro- 


gram for current high school students 
and others who wish to gain priority 
admission for the following fall. ‘This 
‘program focuses on first-time fresh- 
men with a series of workshops includ- 
ing career planning and financial aid. 
The on-the-spot priority admission days 
for this year.aré November 10 and 13. 

Last year, Glasmire said, about 650 
high school students applied during the 
two on-the-spot admission days. Ap- 
proximately 600 of those were accepted, 
he said. 

Admissions and Records also coor- 
dinates on-the-spotadmission days with 
the area’s community colleges, 
Glasmire said. They plan to send teams 
of counselors to Sierra College, Sacra- 


mento City College, American River 


College and others in November and 


December. 
The total number of univer- 


| sity applicants; is up, with the 


total number of applications re- 
ceived for the fall semester at 
about 15,000, approximately 
3,500 graduate and 11,500 un- 
dergraduate. Of the 11,100 un- 
dergraduates admitted, about 
4,900 enrolled; of the 2,600 
graduate students admitted, 
about 1,600 enrolled. 

The number of students ad- 
mitted significantly increased 
over last year. Undergraduate 
admissions are up 7 percent and 
graduate admissions are up 15 
percent. The number of admit- 
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whether the board members should have 
been on the board at all.

ing CSSA. But because the meeting 


adjourned prematurely both speakers 
didn’t have the opportunity to address 
the board. 

Unable to accomplish the sched- 
uled reports for board officers, the 
meeting moved directly to open fo- 
rum where several students expressed 
their frustration with the board‘s ac- 
tions. 

Werlin expects another meeting date 
to be set by Wednesday. 


Health Center continues 


anonymous HIV testing

Free and anonymous HIV testing, 
which was first offered at the Health 
Center last semester, is available to stu- 
dents once again. 

“Anyone who has had unprotected 
sex with a partner who’s HIV status is 
‘unknown “Should be tested,” Assistant 
Health Educator Dr. Jim Cirivello said. 

People who are entering new rela- 
ionships, contemplating having children, 
or secking a peace of mind, should be 
tested, said Lauric Bisset-Grady, diree- 
tor of health education. 

“The estumated rate of TTY infection 
for males on college campuses is 
approximatly 2-5 per 1,000. The rate for 
women is roughly 0.2 per 1,000,” Bissct- 
Grady said. 

According to Bisset-Grady, HIV test- 
ing was originally offered at the Health 
Center in the late 1980's. After budget 
cuts forced the temporary suspension of 
the program, it was brought back last 
May 21. 

Bisset-Grady said that 137 students 
were tested last semester. She would not 
reveal whether any students had tested 
positive. 

Cirivello suggests people get tested. 

“If you're one of the worried, well, 
you Can slop worrying about the possi- 
bility of being positive, or if you are 
positive, then you can take advantage of 
medical intervention which can signifi- 
cantly prolong your life or maybe even 
prevent full-blown AIDS. It’s important 
‘to remember that not everyone who is 
tested positive for HIV will die of AIDS. 

Much more medical progress has been 
made and will continue to be made which 
will change this disease from a death 
sentence to a manageable chronic ill- 

ss,” Cirivello said. 

Concerns about the reliability of an 
HIV test can now be dispelled. The re- 


sults take two weeks to receive be- 
cause firstan ELISA (enzyme-linked 
immunosorbent assay) test is run 
and if the blood comes up positive, it 
is run another two times. If it comes 
up positive a third time, an IFA 


(immunoflourescent assay) test, which 
is considered the most medically accu- 
rate, is run. 

The entire procedure takes about 20

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Professor Dorman calls for faculty to ‘take charge’

Journalism Professor William 
Dorman expressed his concern with 
the direction being taken by CSUS in 
his opening remarks of Thursday’s 
sparscly attended Gencral Faculty 
Meeting. The mecting, called by fac- 
ulty petiuon, was held in the Redwood 
Room of the Univesity Union andwas 
intended to serve as an opportunity for 

-CSUS faculty members to discuss-the 
problems and challenges that face them, 
and talk about what direction they de- 
sire to take in the future. 

“We are approaching our 50th anni- 


versary at this university without con- 
fidence in ourselves as an institution,” 
Dorman said. 

Dorman also said, “If we don’t take 
charge of the changes in our university, 
Other forces will.” 

The meeting. trom 2:30 to 4:30 
p.m., was attended by fewer than 10 
percentof CSUS faculty. CSUS Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth was also present. 
and attended one of the “break-out” 
groups. These groups covered sueh 
issues as governance, the instructional 
program, faulty accountability and scll- 
assessment, student/faculty relations, 
resource use, and the relationship of 
research and scholarship to teaching.

In the opening comments, Dorman, 
who spoke as one of themembers of the 
Ad Hoc Steering Committee, decried 
what he called the “dubious public 
policy of the recently passed three 
strikes law.” 

“T believe it was Victor Hugo who 
once said that when you opena school, 
you close a prison,’ Dorman said. “In 
this state, we seem to be headed in the 
opposite direction. With all the chal- 
lenges that face us, it is time for us to 
take stock in what is a watershed mo- 

Dorman ended his speech by saying 
that he didn’t want to sce what took 
place at last Thursday’s meeting to 


evaporate. 

The nextspeaker was Professor Bob 
Curry, who talked about the assump- 
ions behind the need to holda meeting. 
“We are not about to create in any form 
a parallel to the (school) government.” 
said Curry. “We did think it would be 
IMportant to gencrate a product not 
always possible through the senate. as 
they are too often bogged down by day 
to day business.” 

“The product to be given to the 

“senate is our ideas.” continued Curry, 
“This mecting among us isto be used to 
generate ideas about us and where we 
are going.” 

The third speaker of the Ad Toc 


Stcering Commitice was Professor 
Sheree Meyer, who wentoverthe struc- 
ture of the mecting and-its goals with 
instructions foreach of the “break-out” 


groups, Which had a separate table tor 


each topic. 
Key words in Meyer's instructions 
were for the participants in the groups 
) “brainstorm, inventory, and priori- 
ize.” 

“We need to list and prioritize the 
concerns brought up at cach table. and 
Include any disagrceing opinions.” said

assessmenton morale,” Reyes finished. 


Professor Ted Hornback, who 
labeled himself, “The university's 
unofficial curmudgeon, which 
was affirmed by an unknown in- 
dividual, “I thought it was 
official,” to the laughter of some 
present. 

“It’s not easy being a faculty 
member in the CSU system in the 
nineties,” said Hornback. “We 
get badmouthed by everyone, in- 
cluding ourselves, and it’s get- 
ting pretty tiresome.

The Sacramento State men’s soccer team 
returned home this weekend following two 
frustrating losses last weekend in Southern 
California. With two shutout victories, 3-0 
over Southern Cali-

The Hornets 
broke the scoreless 
tie 17 minutes into 
the game, when Ja- 
son Isaac sent a pass across the field to Jamel 
Mitchell. Mitchell fed the ball to teammate 
Curtis Holmes. Holmes, a senior blasted the 
ball into the net past Yorke, for a 1-0 lead. 

Just four minutes later, the Hornets found 
the net again. Justin Fatzer lofted a ball over 
Yorke’s head. Mitchell beat everyone else to 
the ball and kicked it in the empty net to 
increase the advantage to 2-0. 

At the 36-minute mark, Mitchell streaked 
down the left side and beat Yorke again for 
his second goal of the game. 

The Hornets outshot SCC 14-2 in the first 
half and finished with a 24-10 advantage for 
the game as the Vanguards never seriously 
threatened. 

Goalkeeper Gary Davis, returning from a 





one-game suspension, made five saves to 
record his first shutout of the season for the 
Hornets. : 
On Saturday, the Hornets came back and 
met Biola in a hard-fought, evenly matched 
game. 
The first half was scoreless, as the Hor- 
nets outshot Biola 8-7, but couldn’t put the 
ball past Biola goal- 
keeper Bryan Price.

Projects, reports, term-papers, homework— 
the list is endless.

Big blues star coming to 
‘Blues By The Moon’

Hailed from the Bay Area as one 
of the.most promising pure blues 
artist, Joe Louis Walker and his 
Boss Talkers will make a special 
appearance Thursday evening at 
Sacramento State. 

The event, titled “Blues By the 
Moon,” is justone of many concerts 
brought to CSUS through Univer- 
sity Union UNIQUE Programs. The 
concert is free and will begin at 7:30 
p.m. on the South Lawn. 

Walker has become a significant 
figure in the blues world of music, 
and is well known for his crisp tenor 
voice and inspirational guitar solos. 
Growing up in the Bay Area during 

_ the sixties, he spent time playing 
guitar for local psychedelic bands in 
Haight-Ashbury and once met one 
of the greatest modern blues musi- 
cians ever, Jimi Hendrix. During 
that time, he had become associated 
with groups such as Electric Flag 
and Moby Grape. 


In 1975, Walker grew weary of . 


the unstable life in San Francisco 
and joined the traveling gospel 
group, Spiritual Corinthians. Work- 
ing with the Corinthians for ten 
years, he learned how to orchestrate 
music in a larger group. His music 
now ismore sophisticated than most 
blues artists, partly because of the 
time he spent with the Corinthians, 
fine-tuning his musical skills. 
Getting his break in 1985, Walker 
went back to San Francisco and 
formed the Boss Talkers and they 
have been recording and touring

since. Since the time of their incep- 
tion, Walker and the Boss Talkers 
have recorded five albums on Blue 
Note Records, and have just re- 
leased their third, Blues of the Month 
Club, on Verve Records. 

Walker and the Boss Talkers 
toured all over the United States, 
Canada, Japan and Europe. He has 
numerous awards such as the Big 
Bill Broonzy Award in 1987 and 
Blues Band of the Year by the BBC 
in 1990. He has been described by 
Critics as “...a singer with a Cadillac 
of a voice who can sound as if he’s 
not faking it.” —Vew York Times. 
And“...acrackling showcase for his 
hot guitar licks and expressive vo- 
cals.” —Musician. 

Walker has shared his blues all 
over, and now he is going to share
